Residents now have a choice of providers 


WILMINGTON - Residents 
now have a choice when it 
comes to cable television ser- 
vice. During a public hearing 
held on Monday evening, the 
Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to grant Verizon a 
license to provide cable televi- 
sion service to Wilmington res- 
idents, 

No longer is Comcast the only 
game in town, and according 
Verizon representatives, the 
competition will result in better 
services at lower costs for 


Wilmington residents. Verizon 
will be ready to service a vast 
majority of residents by the 
time this edition hits the 
stands. 

Because Verizon has been a 
telephone services provider in 
town, a fiber optic network 
already exists and the company 
will be able to service 82 per- 
cent of the town - those neigh- 
borhoods with overhead tele- 
phone wires - immediately. 
Verizon does not yet have a net- 
work in place to service neigh- 
borhoods with underground

WILMINGTON - A monetary 
settlement has been reached 
between Stepan Company and 
19 unnamed persons in 
Wilmington.

Discrimination: the 


real issue 


Dear Editor, 

In a recent letter to the edi- 
tor, Ann L Yurek of Wilmington 
referenced a letter I wrote 
regarding what I believe is the 
real issue in the same-sex mar- 
riage debate, namely, writing 
discrimination into our state 
constitution. Although her 
letter appeared to be a rebuttal 
to what I had written, her let- 
ter touched on several topics 
that were not included in my 
original letter.

ple. (Two of the many rights & 
benefits are inheritance and 
taxes.) The proposed 
Constitutional amendment, 
although not altering the sta- 
tus of existing married same- 
sex couples, will prevent future 
same sex couples from marry- 
ing and will deny these citizens 
of the Commonwealth the 
rights & benefits enjoyed by 
both gay and straight married 
couples. (Now if that doesn’t 
sound like discrimination, I 
don’t know what does!)

I have been a Wilmington res- 
ident for more than 30 years, 
and have seen many nice 
changes in our town. In the 
past few years, there has been 
& noticeable increase in the 
wildlife population. This 
should be raising our con- 
sciousness of a few problems 
concerning overpopulation and 
the health risks our citizens 
may face in the near term. 
Some parts of town are having 
a deer problem. Town wide 
reports of coyote sightings are 
commonplace. Recently I have 
seen a mange-infected red fox 
in my backyard. Wild turkey 
abound in our woodlands. 

The threat of Lyme Disease 
from infected populations of 
deer increase yearly as the 
ungulate population expands 
geometrically in our area. 
Rabies and distemper will 
begin to appear as raccoons 
rebound from the recent epi- 
zootic, and repopulate their 
ecological niche. Reduction of 


overpopulated species is vital to 
the health of the townspeople 
and their numerous pet canine 
and feline companions, 
notwithstanding the health 
threat to our children and 
grandchildren. 

We all cringe at the sound of 
gunshots in town limits, so gun 
hunting is not an option in our 
peaceful burg, but the advance 
of bow hunting in Mass- 
achusetts could provide a safer 
solution to the animal control 
issues we face. In towns in our 
region (Ipswich for instance) 
such hunting is limited to regis- 
tered residents, so they know 
which locals are involved. I 
propose our town reps take a 
good look at the possibility of 
instituting bow hunting for 
local hunters as a means to 
answer the problems I men- 
tioned above. Did I forget to 
mention the mess made by the 
non-migratory Canada geese?

Quick Health Tips 


I am often approached at 
social functions by people look- 
ing to converse on the subject 
of natural health. At a recent 
family function my brother 
brought up the topic of detoxi- 
fication. Even though it is my 
area of specialty, as his sister, 
my opinion registers barely a 
blip on his list. So imagine my 
surprise when he wants my 
opinion on detoxifications. His 
primary physician told him 
that all detoxifications are use- 
less, while another researcher 
he heard elsewhere stated that 
only one type of plan offers 
any true benefit. 

Where do I fall? My opinion 
falls in between. I'm sure 
there are plenty of pills and 
potions that exist on the mar- 
ket shelf that are more mar- 
keting than “meat.” However, 
as my own lab rat, I have 
undergone many different pro- 
grams and have benefited 
from a good system. And 
more importantly, I have 
objectively seen verifiable 
results in my patients who 
undergo purifications. 

A detoxification, when per- 
formed correctly and under 
the right conditions, is an 
amazing and healthful experi- 
ence. 

Before I go further, let me 
just clear a few words up. 
There are many terms used to 
describe it: detoxification, 
cleanse and purification are 
some of the most commonly 
used terms. Although the body 


~is literally detoxifying, some- 


times the word detoxification 
is synonymous with elicit drug 
use. That is not the case here. 
The “healthiest” of people can 
benefit from purification for 
long-term health. 


You've probably heard the 
stories before from other dog 
owners that have brought a 
brand new baby into the 
household. Once the baby 
arrives the dog becomes con- 
fused, stressed and exhibits 
bad behavior, such as barking, 
rushing the door, chewing, dig- 
ging, or even worse. This hap- 
pens when parents have to 
shift much of their attention 
from their dog to the baby, 
and the dog no longer feels 
like the “top dog.” As a result, 
the dog tries to regain that 
position by acting out. 

If you have a dog and are 
expecting a new baby soon, 
following are some guidelines 
to help ease the transition, 
minimize stress levels in the 
dog and greatly reduce any 
bad behavior that may result 
from what should otherwise be 
a very happy occasion. 

First off, set new rules for 
the dog before the baby 


Why could you or anyone else 
benefit? Look in your cabi- 
nets. While you may stock 
nothing in your cabinets but 
untouched, organic groceries, 
often that isn't the case. The 
typical kitchen cabinet is 
stocked with food that has a 
cornucopia of chemicals: some 
for dyes, others for freshness, 
and some for longevity. 

Unless all your food is organ- 
ic you may be eating a fruit 
that has been sprayed with 
pesticides, given acid baths 
and traveled thousands of 
miles to get to your kitchen. 
How do you think a tomato 
from Mexico stays fresh from 
crop to your kitchen? Well that 
dollar tomato was most cer- 
tainly not red carpeted to your 
local market in a vacuum- 
sealed, cryogenic state. 

Do you even eat fruits and 
vegetables for a full four serv- 
ings a day? Do you eat white 
bread, creamy sauces or drink 
pasteurized milk? And why do 
you think the servings have 
needed to increase to get the 
recommended daily amounts? 

In 1936 the U.S. Senate 
agreed that our soil was 
depleted of minerals. And due 
to farming techniques since 
that time the nutritional con- 
tent of our soil only continues 
to worsen. 

Our vegetables use the soil to 
get its nourishment so that 
they, in turn, can nourish you. 
If our soil is low in nutrients, 
so too, will be our produce. 

For example, a serving of 
spinach in 1958 had 150 mil- 
ligrams (mg) of iron, in 1965 
that same serving had only 27 
mg of iron, and in 1973 that 
amount was 2.2 mg. Scary, 
isn't it?

You can get 
your dog used to the new 
sights and smells it will soon 
be encountering by doing 
things such as buying an inex- 
pensive doll, wrapping it in 
baby clothes or a blanket and 
holding it in your arms as you 
walk throughout the house. 
Use the same baby products 
(powder, shampoo, lotion) that 
you will use on the baby. 

Try to bring home the baby's 
blanket or skulleap prior to 
your baby's arrival to allow

Do you 
think those are organic? How 
do you feel after you eat a 
donut, hamburger and French 
fries from your local fast food 
chain? 

Get the picture? Now picture 
this diet lasting for years. How 
do you think your body would 
function? 

Now that I hope I have gotten 
that point across, let's delve 
into Anatomy 101. Your body 
has a system for just about 
anything when in excellent 
working order. Our liver is our 
filtering system. It detoxifies 
substances and passes them on 
to the eliminating organs, 
which include the bowels, kid- 
neys, skin, lungs and lymphat- 
ic system.

The trifecta of museums we 
hit was the National Treasury, 
the Naturhistorisches 
Museum, and the 
Kunsthistorisches | Museum. 
The National sury housed 
jewels and frocks of emperors 
and empresses of the past. 
While I enjoyed seeing the 
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scepters and ornate capes, I 
was operating under the men- 
tality that once I've seen one, 
T've seen them all, and revert- 
ed back into my must-find-the- 
gift-shop state of mind. I began 
to worry that the next seven 
hours would be exactly the 
same. Surprisingly, I was mis- 
taken. 

Seated in a small room in a 
glass case in the 
Naturhistorisches Museum, is 
a sculpture called the Venus of 
Willendorf. My friend, and 
effervescent leader, came to 
Vienna strictly to see this tiny 

sculpture of an incredi- 
bly obese woman with 
no face. The sculpture 
portrays women as 
everything our society 
shuns and yet 22,000 
years before the 
Common Era, she is 
assumed to be a por- 
trait of the ideal 
woman. I _ stared 
through the glass at the 
figure and watched my 
friend with fascination. 
I thought to myself that 
maybe all of this is 
much more important 
than I thought.

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Globe Direct sues six ex-employees and 


competitive Wilmington firm 


Globe Direct, the direct mail 
unit of Boston Globe Media, 
filed suit February 5th against 
4 Wilmington printing firm and 
six former Globe Direct 
€mployees, alleging they misap- 


Confidential information to 
steal some of Globe Directs 
business. 


The suit filed in Middlesex 
Superior Court, names 
paevood Printing Co of 
Wilmington it’s subsidiary 
‘Kirkwood Direct LLC, and six 
‘former employees of Globe 
‘Direct LLC, now working for 
“Kirkwood. The former employ- 
*ées, including senior managers, 
"solicited Globe Direct's cus- 
tomers for their new venture 
while still employed at Globe 
Direct" and "directed subordi- 


nates to collect boxes and 
boxes of work product, cus- 
tomer lists, customer histories, 
and other vital trade secrets," 
Globe Media alleged in court 
documents. 

They “conspired for months to 
steal Globe Directs business by 
literally packing up most of it 
and carting it away,” the docu- 
ments said. 

Globe Media seeks a court 
order to stop Kirkwood and the 
employees from using the confi- 
dential information it claims 
they obtained from Globe 
Direct, as well as unspecified 
monetary damages. The defen- 
dants have until Feb. 14 to 
respond to the suit. 

The former Globe Direct 
employees named in the suit 
are: Stephen Duncan, the unit's 


former vice president; Ralph 
Dellatto, former sales and mar- 
keting director; James Galante, 
former senior account manag- 
er; Robert Medwar, former 
senior account manager for 
business services; Steven 
Kuczwara. former director of 
data processing/quality con- 
trol: and Terry Guetti, a former 
customer service representa- 
tive. 

Duncan, now president of 
Kirkwood Direct. said as of the 
evening of filing that he had not 
yet been served with the suit 
But after hearing allegations 
made in the suit, Duncan said, 
"Clearly, it's a misrepresenta- 
tion of the truth and the facts.” 

According to the complaint, 
Duncan told his boss in the fall 
that he intended to leave Globe

Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD) reminds 
customers to stay safe when 
using space heaters and fire 
places to keep warm this winter. 
It is important to use precau 
tions in purchasing and using 
space heaters. Fires and car- 
bon monoxide poisonings result 
each year from their misuse. 

* Use a space heater that has 
been tested as having the latest 
safety standards. These stan 
dards have recently been updat- 
ed to ensure greater security. 

* Place space heaters in an 
open area. They should be 
placed on a level, hard, non- 
flammable surface so air can 
circulate around them. Keep 
them at least three feet away 
from flammable materials. 

* Turn off the space heater 
when you leave the room or go 
to sleep. Do not place a space 
heater near anyone sleeping. 

« Avoid using unvented gas 
space heaters. If you do use 
one, always keep the doors open 


quick close. 


to the rest of the house. This 
will help keep dangerous pollu- 
tants from building up. 

* Buy seasoned wood for your 
fireplace. Seasoned wood is 
wood that has been allowed to 
dry out. Freshly cut wood or 
green wood has too much mois- 
ture to burn well. 

* Reduce heat loss from the 
fireplace. When a fire is lit, 
open dampers in the bottom of 
the firebox (if provided), slight- 
ly open the nearest window and 
close doors leading to the room 
with your fireplace. Keep the 
damper closed when you are not 
using the fireplace. 

¢ If you suspect a chimney 
fire, get everyone out of the 
house and then call the Fire 
Department. 

* Keep a fire extinguisher 
within reach of the fireplace.

The Tewksbury Post Office, 
1751 Main St., will make it easi- 
er for you by holding a special 
“Passport Day” on Saturday, 
March 10, from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

Postmaster Joanna M. Louf 
said the special hours should 
make it easier for parents with 
minor children applying for a 
passport because both parents 
must accompany children if 
they are under 14 years of age, 
and one parent must be present 
for children 14 to 17-years-old. 
“These special ‘Passport Day'

She recommended persons 
apply for their passports at 
least two months or earlier 
before their departure to avoid 
extra costs to expedite an appli- 
cation, 

Other requirements in dpply- 
ing for a passport, she’ said, 
include: Evidence of citizen- 
ship, two passport photos, and 
current photo identification.’ 

Passport fees can be paid’ by 
check or cash, Passports cost a 
total of $97 for persons 16 years 
of age and over, $82 for persons 
under age 16, and $67 for pass- 
ports being renewed.

conditions and then the trans- 
action will be complete. 

The tender offer from Simon 
and Farallon proved sweeter to 
Mills' Board of Directors over 
the Brookfield deal since the 
cash offer allowed investors to 
receive their money more 
quickly. 

“Once the board decides to 
put the company up for sale, 
they have a duty to get the best 
price,” said Burns. “Simon went 
up to $25.25 and its all cash, no 
equity components.” 

Brookfield expected to close 
the deal over the summer, wait- 
ing for The Mills to file finan- 
cials from 2005 and 2006. Simon 
chose to present their best offer 
now and not wait for the fiscal- 
ly troubled developer to file its 
financial information. 

Mike Ordan, the CEO and 
President of The Mills, 
expressed his pleasure with the 
merger in a statement released 
Friday, February 16 where he 
said, “We believe the agree- 
ment with SPG and Farallon

Aside from the settlement, 
Stepan continues to be contrac- 
tually obligated to contribute 
financially to Olin toward the 
environmental costs associated 
with clean up of the site at 51 
Eames Street.

No one is saying yet what will 
become of plans for The

READING - Five people were 
injured on morning when a 
Dodge Caravan transporting 
several rehabilitation patients 
slid in slushy conditions on Ash 
Street in Reading near the rail- 
road tracks, hitting an MBTA 
commuter train passing 

through the intersection. 
Although the accident is still 
under investigation, Reading 
police and fire personnel con- 
firmed that the van, which was 
registered to Riverside 
Transportation and was carry- 
ing several patients, hit a slip- 
pery patch on Ash Street at 
approximately 8:13 a.m. 
Monday, causing it to slide into 
an MBTA train bound for 
Haverhill that was passing 

through the intersection, 
Emergency crews from 
Woburn and North Reading 
assisted Reading personnel on 
scene, and helped transport a 
total of five individuals to local 


enable the families involved to 
remain together from a legal 
perspective. 

“This is the first time that 
such a Trust has been estab- 
lished to recognize that the 
whole family has to make this 
journey together,” 
Schlichtmann said at the time. 
“This is not about litigation, but 
about finding answers to legiti- 
mate questions. We will be 
engaging those who may be 
responsible and will be asking 
them to join with us as we 
search for the truth.”

For the 1th straight time the 
Wilmington High boys basket- 
ball team won its first round 
‘tate tournament game, by run- 
ning all over Northeast 
Regional of Wakefield, 91-56, in 
front of a packed house at the 
Larry Cushing Memorial 
‘Gymnasium on Monday night. 
The 91 points is the highest

On Monday night, Wilmington 
jumped out to an 206 lead 
through the first 4:32 of the 
game and never looked back 
forcing the No. 14 seed 
Northeast (9-12) to have its end 
of the year pizza party earlier 
than they wanted. 

“Our focus was to put a lot of 
pressure on them because they 
had trouble handling the ball,” 
said Wildcat coach Jim 
McCune. “We spent the last 
few days at practice working 
on our press.

Leaving the cookie jar 
for the basket of Pares 


Maybe the Boston Celtics can 
replace that shamrock with a lit- 
tle black cloud. When 52-year-old 
former Celtics’ guard Dennis 
Johnson dropped dead last week 
from an apparent heart attack, 
you could almost hear and see the 
sighs and tears emerging from 
around New England as fans 
went into mourning mode once 
again. Losses and potential first 
round draft picks mean nothing 
now as the team and its’ fans 
attempt to recover yet again. 

The wonderful ride that was the 
1980's is a distant memory now. 
First Len Bias, then Reggie 
Lewis, and this year the patri- 
arch, Arnold ‘Red’ Auerbach- 
now Johnson. What next? I’m waiting for some bad news regard- 
ing Bill Russell or John Havlicek. Good grief. Does anyone really 
believe that the ping pong balls will roll this team’s way at the 
merciful end of this dreadful season? This season, and now this 
team, has taken on the appearance of a death march, and it's open 
to question whether even an infusion of a young superstar can turn 
things around. 

The answer to all this losing and sorrow is, for now, to just 
remember DJ and what he meant to this franchise and the fans 
that follow it. The late Celtic was a five-time NBA All-Star and an 
integral part of the Celtics’ 1984 and 1986 championship teams. He 
was currently coaching Boston’s NBA Development League affili- 
ate, the Austin Toros, and collapsed last week after that team’s 
practice. But, it will be as a player and a teammate that the late 
Celtic will be most remembered. 

Johnson was never the greatest shooter, but he did contribute the 
Celtics’ most memorable playoff lay-up during that heady era 
when he converted a Larry Bird steal of an Isiah Thomas’ pass in 
a 1987 playoff victory over the Detroit Pistons. It took the Pistons 
another year to recover before they went on to win two consecu- 
tive championships. 

All one has to note when looking at Johnson's 14-year playing 
career is the difference in his regular season scoring average and 
his playoff totals. DJ averaged 14 points per game over 14 seasons, 
and his average went UP to 17.3 in the playoffs and UP again to 18 
points in championship rounds. Enough said. 

Johnson was a winner, and thankfully, I had a front row season- 
ticket holder seat during much of his career. To me, Johnson never 
took a back seat to the Big Three of Bird-Parish-McHale-ever. Who 
can forget DJ poke-checking the ball away with another steal 
enroute to an easy lay-up. I know I won't. So, cross your fingers, 
close your eyes and hope that nothing else bad happens to the 
Green. Hit your knees tonight and pray for the Celtics. But, more 
importantly, give thanks for the pure joy of watching Dennis 
Johnson in action.

Boys Hockey team’s season comes to an end 


‘Cats see red after getting

There was nothing really at 
stake when the hockey teams 
from Wilmington High and 
Tewksbury High squared off in 
their non-league matchup .on 
Friday night at the Ristuccia 
Center. Wilmington, after all, 
had been eliminated from post 
season play earlier this week 
and the Redmen were assured 
of a spot in the Division 3 North 
tourney regardless of the out- 
come of Friday,s game.

For a half the Shawsheen 
Tech boys basketball team 
looked like they might just be 
able to pick up a win in the 
first Tound of the Division 3 
North Tournament against 
Minuteman at the Cook Street 
Pavilion on Tuesday night. 

At halftime the eighth seeded 
Rams trailed the defending 
Eastern Mass champions by 
just six points at 29-23, but 
unfortunately the second half 
was a much different story as 
ninth seeded Minuteman com- 
pletely dominated and the 
Rams ended up falling by a 
score of 69-48, ending their 
season with a record of 13-8. 

Minuteman improved to 13-8 
and will move on to take on top 
seeded Watertown on Friday 
night in Watertown. 

The Rams got 12 points from 
junior forward Joe Killion of 
Tewksbury and nine from 
junior forward Joe Gore of 
Wilmington, but it was not 
enough to stop the powerful 
Mustangs who were led by a 
game high 20 points from 
senior guard Michael Young. 

In the first half the Rams 
hung right with the Mustangs, 
but they also missed some 
opportunities to be even closer 
or to be in the lead at the half. 
The Rams had a tough time 
shooting from the field and 
despite running their offense 
well and getting to the free 
throw line they were unable to 
take advantage of their 
chances, hitting just 7-of-14 
shots from the line in the half. 

“We didn’t shoot well,” 
Shawsheen coach Bob Hodnett 
said. “We got them in some 
foul trouble, but we did not 
convert our free throws.” 

After Minuteman jumped out 
to. a 5-0 lead in the opening 
minutes of-the game the Rams. 
fought back to tie it at 7-7 with 
12:30 left in the half on a three 
pointer from the top of the key 
by junior point guard Tom 
Joyce of Tewksbury. 

The Rams pretty much 
matched the Mustangs basket 
for basket for much for the 
rest of the half, hitting a key 
basket every time but looked 
like Minuteman might pull 
away. 

Trailing 17-11, Killion came 
up with an old fashioned three 
point play, nailing his short 
jumper and then converting 
the free throw with 7:46 left to 
pull within 17-14. 

Minuteman threatened to 
pull away again later in the 
half, extending their lead to 26- 
17 with 5:04 left, but after a 
Shawsheen timeout the Rams 
went on a 6-0 run to pull with- 
in 26-23 with 2:30 left in the 
half after a free throw from 
Joel Mignault. 

Even so, things could have

Rams hockey team draws 
Salem in the first round

The Shawsheen Tech hockey 
team had a great tournament 
run last season, advancing to 
the Division 3 North semi-finals 
before falling to Savio Prep in 
the final game of Hall of Fame 
coach Bill Gordon's career. 

The Rams will be looking for 
a similar run, and even better, 
this season when they begin 
tournament play on Friday 
night at 8:15 at the Chelmsford 
Forum against Salem High 
school under the direction of 
first year coach Chuck Baker. 
The eighth seeded Rams will 
bring a 106-4 record in the 
tournament, while ninth seeded 
Salem comes in with a record 
of 12-8-0 

The Witches may be the lower 
seed, but Baker knows they will 
be quite a test for his team, as 
they play most of their season 
against a Division 2 schedule 
and in fact won the 
Northeastern Conference South 
Division 

“They are a good team,” 
Baker said, ,We saw them mid- 
way through the season against 
Winthrop but we don’t get to 
see them play very often, They 
are a basically a Division 2 
school playing in the Division 3 
Tournament so they will a good 
test for us. 

The Witches. have several 
players who can put the puck in 
the net, ‘starting with sopho- 
more Ben Hayden and senior 


captain Dan Libby who have 33 
points each on the season. 
Senior Dennis Murtaugh has 31 
points. 

“They definitely have the abil- 
ity to put the puck in the net, 
but the backbone of their team 
is their goaltending,” Baker 
said. “He was very solid for 
them last season and he has 
done the job for them this year 
as well.” 

Indeed, Salem goalie and 
assistant captain Jake Bolduc 
has had an outstanding season, 
registering all 12 of the Witches 
wins this season with a 2.87 
Goals Against Average. 

The Rams did not exactly fin- 
ish their season the way a team 
would like to as they head into 
the tournament, as _ they 
dropped their final two games 
of the season, both in the 
Newburyport Tournament, to 
Division 2 Winthrop and 
Division 1 Brookline. 

Obviously Baker would rather 
have seen his team come out on 
top in those games, but at the 
same time he is not worried 
about any carry over into the 
tournament. 

“I think we have put it behind 
us,” Baker said. “We chal- 
lenged the kids and told them 
that this is a new season and 
they need to go at it hard. 
Even though we lost those 
games, I think it helped us. The 
reason we decided to face 
teams like that is that we felt 
that no matter what happens it 


would benefit us.” 

The Rams tuned up for the 
Salem game by playing to a 2-2 
tie with Fitchburg High on 
Monday night. Fitchburg is 
one of the top teams in Central 
Mass Division 3, having earned 
the fifth seed in their state 
tournament bracket 

With last year’s tournament 
experience behind them, the 
Rams certainly have many 
players who are battle tested 
when it comes to tournament 
play. While the experience may 
help, Baker is not looking to 
that as an edge for his team. 

“It helps a little, but besides 
the jitters of playing in front of 
a large crowd 1 don't think it 
matters a lot and I think it can 
be overrated at this level,” 
Baker said. “These kids are 
going to come out and play as 
hard as they can regardless of 
experience and on any given 
day any team can beat any 
other team.” 

Fortunately for the Rams, the 
large crowd they will be play- 
ing in front of will be at the 
Chelmsford Forum where they 
had all of their success in last 
season's tournament. While it 
is a neutral site game, the 
crowd will likely be a partisan 
Shawsheen throng and that will 
be just fine with Baker. 

“It's great to be playing there 
again,” Baker said. “Hopefully 
we can haye some fun and 
enjoy a win.”

Tocco can look out the window 
of his office 41 floors above 
Boston's Atlantic Avenue and 
see the fruits of many of his 
present and past avocations as 
a state official. Easily in sight 
is Boston Harbor and Logan 
International Airport, which he 
headed as Executive Director 
and Chief Executive Officer of 
the Massachusetts Port 
Authority; as well, he can see 
the Boston campus of the 
University of Massachusetts, 
which he now sets policy for as 
chair of the UMass Board of 
‘Trustees, 
_~ “I’ve had a lot of different 
jobs in the government and pri- 
vate sectors,” Tocco said. “I 
started as a legislative aide for 
(U.S. Representative) Ed 
Markey (D-Seventh District). 

Along the way he has been a 
consultant on drug education 
with the Department of 
Education and the Secretary of 
Economic Affairs for the state 
of Massachusetts and most 
recently the Chairperson of the 
Board of Higher Education... At 
present he is the president and 
CEO of ML Strategies, a con- 
sulting arm of the law firm of 


Mintz, Levin, Cohn Ferris 
Glovsky and Popeo. 
It was his time with 


Economic Affairs that led to 
his later interest in education. 
It was during his tenure in that 
office that a study was done on 
the relationship of education to 
a good economy. 

“Our real competitive 
advantage is our work force,” 
Tocco said. “Productivity and 
intellectual property are the 
difference makers.” 

According to the studies that 
have been done, despite the 
excellent education available at 
private schools of higher edu- 
cation such as Harvard, or 
MIT, the, state is not: reaping 
the rewards. Those students 
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are seeking their careers out of 
state after graduation. 

“Most of the workforce (in 
Massachusetts) is coming from 
the state and community col- 
leges,” Tocco said. 

He added, “When Governor 
(Paul) Cellucci asked me to 
chair the Board of Higher 
Education, I decided to do it 


and help the long term 
impact.” 
This past fall, former 


Governor Mitt Romney then 
appointed Tocco as a member 
of the UMass Board of 
Trustees. During a special 
meeting of the Board he was 
elected chair, replacing interim 
chairperson, Karl E. White. 

‘Tocco has set a high goal for 
UMass and said, “I think we 
need to become one of the elite 
public university systems in 
the country. We need to be in 
the top 10 or 15.” 

However, as he works 
toward the goal of raising the 
quality of education, Tocco has 
a stated commitment to keep 
the cost of that education 
affordable. 

“Quality is critical as we 
educate people,” Tocco said, 
“but affordability is also criti- 
cal. Balancing a fine line 
between quality and affordabil- 
ity is going to be our agenda.” 

Tocco also sees a need for 
finding alternative funding 
sources for the school. This 
must be done to keep the cost 
of tuition and the reliance on 
the state's tax rate down to a 
reasonable level. 

Toward this end, Tocco 
would like to change the way 
the legislature and the public 
view the funding of the higher 
education system. He claims 
the perception is now that eh 
schools are self-sustaining 
through the cost of tuition and 
other fees. 

“We need to start looking at 
a k-16 (kindergarten through 
grade 16) culture,” Tocco said. 

*“We tend to look at education 
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as funding education in k-12.” 

He added, “By not making 
college affordable, you are 
marching them (the youth) to 
the edge of a cliff.” 

At present Tocco sees the 
five campuses, 57,000 student, 
UMass system in the middle of 
the education pack. However, 
he puts the Worcester based 
medical school near the top in 
the country’s ranking. 

“As a system...we're in the 
middle,” Toeco said, “and that 
certainly is not good enough 
when you measure it against 
the needs of the 
Commonwealth.” 

He is also aware of the com- 
mon complaint that students 
can’t seem to finish their bach- 
elor degrees at UMass in four 
years. Toward this end he 
wants to have a better system 
of assisting students and start 
that assistance at the high 
school level. 

“We need to get more kids 
college ready in the kinder- 


garten through grade 12 years,” 
Tocco said. 
He added, “The MCAS 


(Massachusetts 
Comprehensive _- Assessment 
System) does not speak enough 
to getting kids ready for col- 
lege.” 

According to Tocco, the 
major problem with not getting 
a degree in four years is that 
the students graduate from 
high school and then find they 
must to remedial work in some 
courses such as math English 
or science, This then adds a 
fifth year of time and expenses 
to their college degree. 

“We need to work with the 
high schools to get the students 
ready and get them on the right 
track,” Tocco said. “That could 
make (a degree in) four years 
possible again. 

“I am putting my attention 
on more focus on college readi- 
pesca 

He added, “I think a link 
between the high schools in the

Tocco would also like the 
graduate requirements from 
high school to be linked more 
closely with the acceptance 
requirements in the state col- 
leges.

Tocco said, “Those school 
districts that link graduation to 
acceptance in colleges are 
going to find more success. We 
need to be sensitive to the 
economies of the local dis- 
tricts.” 

Tocco sees the present five 
campus system as another 
challenge that needs to be 
faced. Instead of five separate 
campuses he wants five centers 
of excellence. 

“We need to identify where 
the strengths are and invest in 
them,” Tocco said. “We need to

“Governor Deval Patrick is 
fully vested in the public educa- 
tion system.” 

He added, I think we can 
turn the corner. If I didn’t think 
we could get there I wouldn't be 
doing this job.”

“HANNIBAL RISING” 
GRADE: * 

This is a film that shows 
how a cannibalistic serial 
killer is born. 

"Hannibal Rising" starts 
in Lithuania near the end of 
World War II, when a boy 
and girl shiver in their home 
after having just watched 
their parents die. 

Scavengers storm into the 
house and hold the children 
hostage, then when they 
can't find food, decide to 
murder and eat the little girl. 
Shackled in the corner of a 
room as the horror unfolds 
stews young Hannibal Lecter, 
about to pull off the first of 
his legendary escapes. 

In this movie, adapted 
from the Thomas Harris 
novel and screenplay, direc- 
tor Peter Webber tries to 
cash in on the performance 
by Anthony Hopkins as the 
killer in middle age, most 
notably in his Oscar-winning 
turn in "The Silence of the 
Lambs" (1991), 

The new thriller follows 
Hannibal (Gaspard Ulliel) 
under the microscope as he 
goes off on a killing spree to 
avenge the death of his sis- 
ter, developing a taste for 
flesh and a refined sense of 
detachment along the way. 

Webber's film reveals that 
Hannibal received samurai 
training from his long-lost 


aunt (Gong Li) and that the 
French medical school he 
attended placed him in 
charge of managing the dead 
bodies.

“The new program of hav- 
ing fifth graders switch 
teachers for units on science 
and social studies has led to 
improved lessons and 
increase opportunities for 
students, Middle School 
Principal Stephen Ralston 
told the School Committee at 
their meeting,” notes the 
“Lynnfield Villager.” 
“Ralston first proposed 
and received approval for the 
program at the end of the 
Jast school year, The aim was 
to have grade 5 specialization 


by having the teachers devel- 
op a two-week lesson in a 
specific subject, such as cell 
biology in science or the 
Constitution in social studies. 

“Classes would swap 
teachers, so one teacher 
would teach the science les- 
son to both classes and 
another teacher would teach 
the social studies lesson to 
both classes. 

“At this point in the year, 
all the students have experi- 
enced the new program,’ 
Ralston said. 

“The teachers are relay- 
ing that they really appreci- 
ate the opportunity to teach 
that same lesson twice,

“Ralston added that teach- 

ers have also said they are 
able to consult with one 
another about specific stu- 
dents’ needs and learning 
styles. 
“There's a lot of collabo- 
ration and professional con- 
versations going on that 
didn’t happen before because 
they didn’t share the same 
students,’ he said. 

“Students seem to appreci- 
ate the opportunities to expe- 
rience different teaching 
styles and methods, Ralston 
said.
